Swiss Mountain Sinking ; 
Fear Collapse Into Valley 


BELLINZONA, Switzerland, April 
1 @®).—Careful observations kept by 
the. Swiss Topographical Bureau 


‘since 1888 show that the Motto 


@’Arbino, a mountain 5,550 feet 
high near Bellinzona, in the Can- 
ton of Tessin; is moving. 

Experte who’have been taking 
careful measurements day by day 
report that the great plateau which 


‘forms the summit, covering an area 


of nearly 100,000 square feet, has 
become dangerously undermined. 

The summit has been shifting 
horizontally for almost forty years 
and some months ago the rate of 
movement had increased to four 
inches a year. 

The mountain sank at an average 
of nearly an inch and a halfva year 
during the first fourteen years of 
observation, and has gone down six 
inches during the past year. 

Observers say when the underly- 
ing mass of rock gives way the 
whole of the great plateau will 
crash into the valley. Precautions 
have already been taken to prevent 
loss of life.

Sale in Federal Dispensaries at 
100% Profit. Over Gross Cost Urged. 
Following a poll on prohibition by 
the Hearst newspapers and newspapers 
cooperating with them, The New York 
American in an editorial published this 
morning camé out definitely for modi- 
' fication of the Voistead law to license 
‘the. manufacture of light wines, and 
beer for sale ‘in Federa! dispensaries 
at 100 per. cent. profit above the gross 
‘cost. The editorial suggested that this 
profit be used to suppress bootlegging 
of hard liquors and the narcotic evil. 
‘“Indiscriminate: prohibition having 
been tried and found impracticable,” 
the editorial read, ‘‘the next step, ob- 
viously, is to eonfine the ban within 
limits which will be practicable, yet 
which will yield the substantial bene- 
fits sought, but not found, by the 
method: which has failed. 

“Beers and light wines have never 
in themselves been objectionable to a 
majority of the American people. Only 
a minority of teetotalers look upon

“The reason that beers and light 
wines were included in the war-time 
ban was because the sentiment in-favor 
of doing away with the-saloon, moving 
impetuously, did not pause to think 
out a plan by which these milder bev- 
erages could be retained without re- 
taining the institution marked for de- 
struction.” 


JOHN L’S GOLD BELT 
MELTED INTO BULLION 


Sullioan’s Championship Trophy, 
Valued at $10,000, Brought 
$800 at the Mint.

WASHINGTON, April h—John L. 
Sullivan’s- $10,000. championship belt, 
made of gold and studded with dia- 
monds—better known as the Richard 
K. Fox trophy—is no more. Once 
highly. prized by the great American 
heavyweight champion as one of his 
choicest possessions, the belt~minus 
its 397 small diamonds — has been 
melted into bullion for the value of 
the gold it, contained. a 

The resultant gold is now in the mint 
at Philadelphia, the property of the 
United States Government, which is at 
liberty, if it wishes; to. mint it in gew 
gold coinage. 2 

The belt was melted on Tuesday, 
March 23, in the presence of Govern- 
ment officials. This was done at the 
request of a Baltimore jewelry dealer, 
into whose possegsion it had -come, 
but the diamonds wéfe rémoved before 
the trophy was taken to the mint. 
When reduced to bullion the gold in 
the belt was found to weigh a little 
more than 80 ounces, and at the rate 
of $10 an ounce the Baltimorean re- 
ceived. from the mint a check for a 
little_over $800, representing the actual 
value of the gold in the trophy. 

The. gold was found to be only 500 
fine and was therefore about 12 carats. 
As fine gold is 24 carats, that in. the 
Sullivan. belt was only half fine.

GOVERNOR SEEKS 


HOUSING AGREEMENT 


Message to Legislature Asserts 
“There Are Grave Defects in 
Republican Measure. 


HE CALLS A CONFERENCE 


Invites Lawmakers and Experts to 
Meet With Him in Order to 
Reach Compromise. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 1.—Governor Smith 
sént a special message to the Legisla- 
ture today, taking issue with the Re- 
publican housing bill presented as a 
substitute for the measure embody- 
ing the State Housing Bank which he 
had advocated. The: Governor pro- 
nounced the Republican bill unwork- 
able and questioned its constitutional- 
ity, being backed by an opinion pre- 
pared by Julius Henry Cohen, counsel 
fo~ the’ Housing Commission. 

The message was followed by a let- 
ter from the Governor to Senator 
Courtiandt Nicoll and Assemblyman 
Hofstadter of Manhattan, sponsors for 
the substitute bill, inviting them to 
confer with him on the subject in the 
Executive Chamber at noon on Tues- 
day. It is understood others interested 
in housing relief will attend. 

There does not appear to be any 
bitterness in the controversy and there 
is good reason to believe that the pros- 
pective conversations. will result in a 
compromise measure. 

The Governor’s Message: 


The Governor's message read as fol- 

lows: E 
State of New York, 
Executive Chamber. 
Albany, April 1, 1926. 

To the Legissture: * 

There are now pending. before 
your honorable bodies two pro- 
posals for a ‘State housing law.” 
One prepared by the Commission on 
Housing and Regional Planning, the 
other the Wicoll-Hofstadter bill 
(Senate, introductory No. 1,37, 
printed No. 1,626). Both measures 
recite the imperative necessity of 
securing relief for conditions in 
congested tenement districts and 
adopt as basic essentials: first, the 
use of the power of condemnation in 
order that large parcels of land 
may be acquired at reasonable 
prices and _ existing unsanitary 
buildings demolished; second, the 
use of tax exemption as a means 
of borrowing money at low rates of 
interest; and, third, limited divi- 
dend companies as means for the 
construction, operation and manage- 
ment of housing projects.

POLITICS STANDS .IN WAY 


Another Lett Government Under 
Influence of - the Socialists 
Looms as a Probability.

PARIS, .April 1—When at 8 o’clock 
this morning the Chamber ended a 
twenty-four hour session after voting 
the new taxes to balance the French 
budget and thereby bringing to a close 
four weary months of discussion it 
unquestionably made an 
step toward arranging the Govern- 
ment’s fiscal situation. But how easy 
it would be to overestimate the im- 
portance of what was done. 

The Senate will undoubtedly ratify 
the new taxes in its turn, but will the 
budget stay balanced? That is the 
question. 

As Finance Minister Peret said, 
things would go well after voting his 
measures if the public showed confi- 
dence in the Government’s credit and 
if. subscriptions continued to the na- 
tional defense bonds. - 

The trouble is that the situation re- 
mains political and that trouble is in- 
dicated by the fact that the franc 
today despite the 
technical balancing of the budget by 
the Chamber. Opening 28.50 to the 
dollar it closea at 28.90 or slightly 
weaker than yesterday. 

Less Than Half the Deputies Voted. 

There is a connection between this 
manifestation and the fact that the 
finance bills were adopted by only 236 
against 159, for less than one-half: of 
the Deputies voted for the new taxes, 
and it is easy to see that hau-it not 
been for the abstention of the Social- 
ists and part of the Radicals the Gov- 
ernment would have been in a 
minority. This abstention was obtained 


‘lby M. Herriot after much effort, and 


the result means that if the Deputies 
had followed their inclination the taxes 
would not have been voted. 

It may be said that however the taxes 
have been voted the Government will 
get 4,000,000,000 francs extra revenue, 
and whatever else may ‘happen that 
much is achieved. This reasoning may 
hold good, but then it may not. To- 
day's statement of the Bank®of France 
shows new advances to the State of 
1,250,000,000 francs, and increased cir- 
culation of more than 600,000,000. Be- 
fore the newly voted taxes will bring 
in their full sums the has 
many bills to meet, including 3,000,000,- 
000 francs of bonds to be redeemed in 
May. 

But even with, the’ maturities this 
year and even with the cost of the 
wars in Morocco and Syria, the Gov- 
‘ernment can get by this year unless 
one thing happens, and that one thing 
is failure of the public to re-subscribe 
the maturing national defense’ bonds. 
There are between 50,000,000,000 and 
60,000,000,000 francs of these bonds ont, 
and although technically they are for 
twelve, six, three and one months, as 
a matter of fact the larger proportion 
are in one-month notes. Any consider- 
able cashing of these bonds will again 
put the Treasury in trouble. 


Left Parties Seek Power Again. 


Now what would cause lack of con- 
fidence on the part of those control- 
ling a large’ part of these bonds, 
namely the banks, for deposits in 
French banks are carried in the form 
of defense bonds? One cause which 
appears on the horizon is another Left 
Government under the influence of the 
Socialists, whose 100 votes are essential 
to the Chamber majority on the Left. 
And it is believed that M. Herriot and 
his Heutenants are planning now to

Whether 
or not his King Lear ranked with the 
Othello of Satyrnt and the Hamlet of 
Epwin Boor, as Leo DrrricastTanr 
‘has declared, it. unquestionably be- 
longed to the samie great school. Thirty 
years ago the folk of the east side 
**Ghetto,”’ for the most part immi- 
grants lately arrived, lived in the cul- 
tural atmosphere of Middle Europe. 


'} Inexperienced.in metropolitan life and 


for the most part untouched as yet by 
American sophistication, they com- 
bined. a. primitive simplicity and 
strength of emotion with, vigorous, if 
naive, intelligence. In the technique 
of ‘the theatre they were Victorian, 
but in‘natdre and spirit Elizabethan.

will remember, conservative business men hesitated to take up their. business 
abodes as high in the air as twelve stories. They preferred ta leave such rash 
imprudence to what was then the “younger generation”. ⸗ 


Today marks a similar period in the cycle—a period when urban America is 
dissatisfied with old buildings—old accommodations—outworn housings. It - 
is like the period in the-railroad business when competent engineering talent’ - 
at last taught those in power that 10% curves and 3% grades are economi- 

_ cally wasteful; when, in our new road building program resultant from’ 
the automobile, we learned to construct crowned, hard surfaced highways. 


Nothing is more typical of 1926 New York than the widespread restless cry 

’ for the new-thing. No one wants a 1918 automobile, a 1915 suit of clothes, or 
an 1896 office or apartment. The result is an obsolescence in buildings, cars, 
clothes—everything—more rapid in New York than that found in other 
countries, or even other sections of our own country. 


The building industry, anu city real estate in general, obey the same econo- 
mic laws that govern all lines.of business. Naturally while much ‘of the 
building activity of the last five or six years has grown out of the shortage 
caused. by the war, perhaps even more has it grown out of that ceaseless . 
American urge for better and yet better business and housing: accommoda- 
tions, replacing old‘structures with new ones. 


That ceaseless American urge a century ago expressed its resistless energies 
in spanning a continent. Today in our cities it is expressed rather in the 

- steady improvement of housing and business conditions, of time and labor 
saving devices, of those attributes of physical comfort.and economy which 
form one of the keynotes | of 20th century American civilization. ;

Particuleily in New York has thes iyadh intensive bailding constresticg. yet 
the supply of apartments and offices in the city barely exceeds the demand at 
the present time. The recent survey of the 1,113,064 apartments and tene- | 
ments in the five boroughs, by the Tenement House Department of New 
York City, shows a vacancy of housing for 39,033 families, or 3.14%. 


. The surveys of our own Survey Department of the better apartment and 
. Office building sections (to which we confine our lending operations) show 
healthy conditions, with vacancies much below the 10% which is generally 
regarded as normal. The districts analyzed include the downtown financial 
district, the Grand Gentral zone, upper Fifth Avenue, Park Avenue, West 
End Avenue, Riverside Drive, Madison Avenue, Lexington Avenue, and the 
better sections of Brooklyn and the Bronx.
